Had A Fair Night 
The. feellnp of great anxiety that 


•was caused by last night's bulletin 
on the King's condition was partly 
allayed this morning when tho follow- 
ing, bulletin was posted: "His males- 
ty had a fair night with some settled 
sleep. 
His appetite Is Improved and 


the wound much more comfortable."

Late Bulletin 
. London. C P. M.—An ofllclal bulle- 
tin at six o'clock 'says: "Tho King

dition described In the last bulletin. 


sfShcTs and barren display of coloring 
for what should have been the set- 
ting of the greatest spectacle In tho 
crown's history. 
Many thousands of 


persons went around the Intended 
route of the coronation procession 
once more, sorry, apparently, at leav- 
ing tho dlsmaUled ghosts of a great 
day, but fount!

Decorations Ruined. 


On the pavement of James street 


lay a great golden crown -which had 
been the centerpiece of the most am- 
bitious scheme of decoration attempt- 
ed In any quarter of London. Around 
Westminster abbey were masses of 
timber and floral and decorative ruins. 


Finally the 'buses, which had been 


traversing the streets at trebled and 
septupled fares, exhibited frequently 
notices that tney would take passen- 
gers to Richmond, Hampton court or 
other summer holiday resorts.

The weather gods, who are 
partially responsible for the king's un-« 
doing, seemed bent upon emphasizing 
the nation's disappointment.

Fresh 
pain Implies fresh inflammation. Re- 
newed Inflammation is usually accom- 
panied or followed by a renewed se- 
cretion of pus. 


May Reopen Wound. 


This peril is one of extreme grav- 


ity. It might be decided to reopen tho 
wound as a last resort. This has been 
done In many cases, and It Is some- 
times successful where the patient is 
strong, and In the\ full vigor of life. 
In the king's case It would be a des- 
perate expedient.

to the left. It is to -the credit of 
Ferrel that he demonstrated that our, 
whirlwinds actually owe their direc- 
tion of whirl wholly to the rotation of 
the earth on Its axis and ho especial- 
ly opposed tho Idea that whirlwinds 
are formed as a consequence of, or 
between winds blowing in»opposite 
directions. 
It Is perfectly true that 


when<we have a.whirlwind-the air is 
moving In nearly opposite directions 
on opposite sides of tne'storm cen- 
ter; therefore, when the weather map 
shows us spirally-Incurving winds'on 
tho opposite sides of an area of low 
pressure, we may think of these op- 
posing winds as constituting a cy- 
clonic whirl.' or whirlwind, but not 
as causing Ir. About 1890 Professor 
Hann showed that in some storms 
there is often an absence of buoyancy 
in the cloud region, and that, there- 
fore, we must look elsewhere for the 
force that maintains the whirlwinds. 
There Is. therefore, a tendency to al- 
low that the general'currents of the 
atmosphere must contribute 
their 
surplus energy to the maintenance of 
•.urrlcanes 
and cyclones. However 


this, may be. the Initial whirl is, we 
flunnose. always due to the systematic 
deflection of Inblowlng winds.bv the 
diurnal rotation of the earth.—Furth- 
er explanation by Prof. Cleveland Ab- 
be.
